Three Important Points 


There are three simple things to remember 
when taking a photograph; and, because the 
neglect of any one of these points can spoil 
an otherwise successful picture, they should 
be practised faithfully until they become a 
natural part of your technique. 


One—check the focus and exposure! If you 


are using a fixed-focus camera the problem of 


focus will not concern you, because this has 
already been taken care of by the manu- 
facturer. However, you will still need to be 
careful of your distances. Never stand closer 
to your subject than five or six feet unless 
your camera is fitted with a close-up attach- 
ment. With a focusing camera, remember to 
check the distance scale each time, to make 
sure it is at the proper setting for the subject.

before you make the exposure! Many pic- 
tures are spoiled by a jumbled, confusing 
background which detracts from the subject ; 
or by such incongruities as telephone poles 
sprouting from a lady’s hat. If the background 
does not look correct, try changing your 
view point. 

Three—hold the camera steady! Moving 
your camera when you take a picture will 
mean a fuzzy, unsharp negative. Avoid 
camera movement by holding your camera 
firmly against your cheek (if you are using a 
miniature type), or by pressing your elbows 
firmly against your body to give a steady 
support to the camera at waist level. Squeeze 
the shutter release with a steady motion 
never with a jerk. 

If your picture is very important or the 
negative destined for a high degree of en- 
largement, the use of a tripod cannot be too 
highly recommended.

One of the biggest problems facing 
picture-takers is the matter of correct ex 
posure. “‘How do you choose a lens opening 
is a question you will often hear asked. ‘Hoy 
do you choose a shutter speed?” is another 
Well, questions like those have a simpk 
answer. 


Setting the lens opening is one way tha 
we can control the amount of light that ente1 
the camera. When the light is weak and dul 
we have to use a large lens opening to get 
correct exposure, but if the sun is very bright 
and strong not so much light is required t 
make good pictures. As a result, we can us¢ 
small lens openings, and still get good snap 
shots. Perhaps it will help you to think of 
the lens of your camera just the way you thin! 

When it is 
grey and cloudy outside, you put the shades 
up so that more light will enter the room 
But, if it is very bright, you pull down the 
blinds and thus arrange a balanced illumina 
tion in your room.

I bought the required mounting board 
and underlay, and took these, together with 
the pictures, to Kodak (Aust.) Pty. Ltd. 
My thanks go to Mr. J. Thomson, of the dry- 
mounting department, and to Mr. G. Davis, 
both being most helpful in giving the job 
priority and attending to all details. When 
the mounting was completed, we discovered 
to our horror that in some cases the dry- 
mounting, probably due to the prolonged 
wet weather, had removed our print finish- 
ing. This meant more delay, and in some 
cases re-printing and re-mounting. As the 
pages of the album had to be kept flawlessly 
clean, it was found desirable to do any toning- 
down before mounting 


When all was ready, we enlisted a draughts- 
man to print on each page a caption, and 
some biological information in a separate

Insects are possibly the most widely- 
spread and abundant of all creatures. Some 
idea of the vastness of the insect kingdom is 
gained from the fact that 180,000 species of 
beetles are known, 80,000 species of moths 
and butterflies have been described, and 
at least 10,000 species of ants have been 
recorded. But, strangely enough, the very 
fact that they are so familiar leads many 
people to overlook the fascination of insects 
as objects for study or subjects for the camera. 

An insect is so named because its body is 
made up of three parts.

Part 2: Photographing Insects 


Perhaps the most interesting of insect 
photographs are those that form a series 
illustrating successive events in the life cycle 
of the subject. A number of pictures showing 
the different stages in the growth of a cater- 
pillar, from the time of emergence from the 
egg till it spins the cocoon, the stages in 
spinning the cocoon, or the emergence of 
the adult insect from the cocoon or crysalis, 
can yield an interesting set of educational 
photographs. Such a series is not difficult to 
vbtain. The caterpillar can be reared at 
home and its various growth stages photo- 
graphed whenever required. However, in 
order to the full series of stages 
throughout development, the photographer 
has to be on the spot at the right time, and, 
as this is not always easily arranged, luck 
may be a big factor. 


secure 


Some prior knowledge of the creature that 
you are going to photograph is often a great 
advantage, for with this knowledge you can 
often anticipate what your subject will be 
likely to do. A knowledge of the subject’s 
habits is worth acquiring if it is only to make 
sure the caterpillar or the moth is pictured 
on its correct food plant. Patience, of course, 
is one of the major factors in this type of 
work, and hours may be spent in securing 
one picture. 

Since many insects are very active crea- 
tures, capturing their picture out of doors is 
often almost impossible. Fortunately, much 
of this work can be done indoors with the 
use of artificial light. Two No. | photofloods 
or one photoflood and a 250-watt mirror- 
backed globe, arranged on the 45 degrees 
lighting set-up, and about 24 inches from the 
subject, will provide ample light. Do not 
attempt to bring the lights too close to the 
subject or keep them turned up to full 
brilliance for too long, for the heat they 
generate will disturb the insect and it will 
almost certainly move.

Somewhere 
up the hill a wonderful view unfolded itself to all who 
looked back towards Nelson, and other pictures come 
to mind of climbing higher and looking down into 
mist enshrouded valleys and again higher into the 
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clouds, where glimpses of marble outcroppings are 
seen bizarrely through the mist; then going down and 
down into another wide, beautiful, autumn garlanded 
valley. 

Outstanding memories belong to those who ven- 
tured past Pohara Beach, of interesting rock formations, 
the large cement works, offering material for industrial 
shots complete with atmosphere, and the view from 
the Abel Tasman Memorial across the Bay to Farewell 
Spit, the northernmost point of the South Island. On 
the return, there was plenty of atmosphere too 
literally bucketing down—but 
voted the best trip of all.

Meanwhile other Conventioneers visiting 
places they had missed before; quite a party climbed 
up the hill hard by the city which marks the geo- 
graphical centre of New Zealand, and all met pleasantly 
together to enjoy the evening’s programme.

Another satisfying day ended, but there was yet 
just a little loss of flavour as the first farewells had to be 
made to several who were departing in the morning. 

The sparkling sun of Friday, May 7, was greeted 
with mixed feelings. It was grand to see its promise 
of a good day’s shooting, yet the prospect of leaving 
Nelson so soon would have been easier contemplated 
on a gloomier day. The main party moved out to 
Motueka Valley where the road winds pleasantly 
along with the river, the typical autumn splendour 
alive against the surrounding greens. Colour film 
must have been singed as it sped through the cameras. 


Did these visitors have pointed out to them the 
Devil’s Thumb? This hill, bearing a distinct resem- 
blance to a huge thumb, is remarkable in that when 
all other surrounding hills are snow-covered it 
remains clear, hence the story that it must be a 
Mephistophelian digit.

Back in Nelson City one encountered photographers 
everywhere wearing the Convention blue, gold and 
red, bent on secking out the last fragments of pictorial 
beauty; and the Maitai Valley saw many farewell 
visits made in hopes of finding pictures no one else 
had seen.

Space must be taken here to record that several 
print exhibitions were enjoyed during the week.

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Review of May Portiolios 





Quite an unusual photographic presentation is to 
be seen in May’s Album of A.P.-R. Prizewinning Nature 
Studies. The group commences with R.R.’s “Alarm” 

a picture which is well in keeping with that worker’s 
normal high standard of outlook and _ technical 
brilliance. While we have here a fine portrait of that 
most photogenic bird, the white cockatoo, we also 
have a message—one to the effect that this semi- 
type of back lighting can often be used to advantage 
in the portraiture of human sitters. The treatment is 
strong yet not overdone with plenty of luminosity 
and detail in the shadows. The subject is nicely placed 
in the frame and the whole is helped along to success 
by the background of plain deep tone—the latter is 
permissible in this instance by virtue of the definite 
irregular outline of the subject 


M.J.McN.’s two bird studies bring us subjects taken 
to the best advantage—which is essential with this 
type of work. Both are well arranged but the latter 
of the two is the best with the darks and lights more 
than well placed. The success of this print is largely 
due to that gradual change over from the background 
brightly lit at the foot (that blends so well with the 
tone of the nest and branch) to become a nicely- 
irregular dark behind the actual birds which are 
thereby thrown into sharp relief. The natural placing 
of the elder bird at the back of the younger is a refresh- 
ing change from the more obvious face-to-face scheme 
so often seen. Finally it is trimmed to a nicety. 

I have a great deal of admiration for the photo- 
grapher with that faculty of stealthy approach that is 
so necessary for the successful recording of birds, 
animals, reptiles and even insects. E.R.R. appears to 
possess this quality to a nicety. His “Bearded Lizard” 
seems to have trained on his photographer an ever- 
watchful eye suggestive of rapid departure at any 
moment. This is ever the problem of the nature photo- 
grapher who must be very quick and accurate in his 
timing or else shot. The photograph in 
question is excellent in its class and moreover could 
not be bettered as to its clarity of presentation or 
scheme of trimming. The dark background was again 
helpful in the delineation of the subject. 


R.E.S.’s “Alert” is another well-trimmed print 
wherein the log, cutting through the downward line 
of the lizard, makes for a good stable arrangement, 
and together with the diagonal of the reptile itself 
gives a satisfying composition. The posing of the feet 
“at the ready” carries out the title to the full.

I am 
wondering whether the photographer employed a 
telephoto lens—I notice from the technical data that 
he used a reflex. This certainly seems to be the type 
of camera for good focusing and perfect timing. 


R.P.’s “The Thinker” is aptly titled; these queer 
looking birds always remind one of a wise, but some- 
what untidy, old philosopher. The expression seldom 
changes and they also have the habit of remaining a 
long while in the one position. I approve the trimming 
but the stonework could well be still further lowered 
in tone—especially where it becomes confused with 
the breast feathers on the bird. 


It always seems amazing to me that so large a flying 
bird as the pelican can float so buoyantly on the 
waters. That attribute is well conveyed by J.B.’s 
“Drifting’’ and in addition the line formation con- 
tributes nicely to the feeling of forward movement. 
Another help is the lazily broken reflections while the 
photographer was fortunate in the unobtrusive nature 
of the division between sea and sky—that contributes 
a good deal to the airiness of the presentation. 


The next opening carries us along to two fine portraits 
introduced by F.L.E.’s “Barn Owl”. A feature here is 
emphasis given, by the close trim, to the upward 
curve of the breast—this seems to underline that 
look of puzzled questioning so typical of the owl 
just aroused from its diurnal slumbers. The technique 
is excellent, conveying a fine feeling of plump featheri- 
ness. The choice of a simple background was well 
advised. Next we have R.R.’s “Itchy” and I really 
think that if I were asked for a definite expression of 
opinion, I like this the best of all the portfolio 
studies. That is by reason of its natural decorative 
feeling—-which arises from that backward twist of the 
neck which allows the beak to rest so comfortably on 
the bird’s back. 


I hope my readers will excuse the comparative 
briefness of my notes on the subject of this portfolio 
but, generally speaking, their pictures are either well 
handled or else represent subjects which offer little 
opportunity for effective composition. 


While the colour section is by nature of an invitation 
group and not representative of A.P.-R. workers, a 
few words from me may not go amiss, the more so as 
I had the honour of being a member of the judging 
panel for the colour section of the 19th Jnternational 
when these awards were decided upon. Commencing 
with “‘Alice”’ (L. J.P.) we have here a portrait possessing 
delightful modulations of hue, giving us an effect that 
would be impossible in monotone.

An exhibitor at a photographic should 
present his print with the same care that he would 
give it were he sending it to a London salon, Mr 
Frank Tully told members of Newcastle Photographic 
Society on April 26. Mr. Tully, a member of the 
Kodak Newcastle staff, discussed the presentation of 
prints. He said that dry mounting produced the best 
results but the cut-out mount permitted the print to be 
replaced and the mount used again. He expressed the 
opinion that every print should have a title. A print 
without a title, he said, was like a book without a title, 


Mr. Ken Dodds, a Newcastle technician of the 
P.M.G.’s Department, addressed members on April 
12 on the transmission of pictures by wire. He said 
that pictures were transmitted not as a whole as in 
television but by the electrical impulse from reflected 
light as the cylinder holding the picture turned and 
traversed under a concentrated beam of light. The 
turning was at the rate of one revolution a second and 
the traverse at the rate of one-hundredth of an inch 
per revolution, Transmission of a 8" by 10° photo.
